FAVOURABLE OUTLOOK FOR 
_ BRITISH COMPETITION.

There is no question at the pre 
. sent time of greater importance: than 
that-of the future of the British Mer- 
cantile Marine. We look westward 
and are more or. less appalled by the 
"progress made during recent years in 
the United States. in the development 
of shipping. The writer is not connect 
ed in any way with shipping, and 
hag no interest in the matter further 
than that of a citizen of the British 
Empire thoroughly imbued with the 
jdea that upon our sea power—by 
which is meant the Royal Navy and 
the Mercantite Marine--the future 
success and prosperity of the Empire 
depend.

Numerous 
articles have appeared in The Journal » 
of Commerce proving that the ship- 
building: industry is. at present in a 
healthy: condition, and that ship- 
owners are placing considerable 
orders with the shipbuilders. » It

| who bear in.mind' that we have easily 
[led the world in. shipbuilding and 
| navigation whenever we have given 
our minds to it. It is no truer, now 
i that ships. are built of fron, than 
| when with our wooden clippers’ we 
loutbuilt and outsailed the world, 
| either as mecchantmen or yachtsmen. 
|It remains.to be proved that our 
‘iron ship operaticn is worthy to be 
classed with our shipbuilding recard, 
| and’ we moderate our pride as. we 
‘reflect that the outlook is foggy, if 
‘not actually discouraging. The only 
ships which can hold the ‘seas per- 
manently are those which operate 
| at a profit, unless we are to assume 
|a loss. in the operation of shipping, 
VTivalling .that in eperation of rail- 
ways. If we have not yet built our- 
selves to a standstill, then it may be 
hoped that we soon either’ shall do
